Bo.  after  about  lOO  yeari.  men  have  been 
dlggbiff  op  the  ruins  ot  the  Near  East,  and  many 
most  inteseettaic  speeimanU  have  been  brought 
to  light  One  of  the  jiQjj  tMBlnatSng  of  theee 
sites  ifl  the  mound  of  XVfrbBlttt.  on  the  banks  of 
the  River  Tigris,  in  what  was  Mesopotamia,  and 
now  Ik  Irak.  There  the  famous  city  of  Nineveh 
has  lain  In  ruins  for  2,500  years.  . 

X>lgglng  down  to  Nineveh  has  been  done 
ehlefly  by  British  exptortrs  during  the  last  cen- 
tury. It  wa»  prepared  for  In  igSO.  when  Mr.  C.  J. 
Rich.  Brttlah  reeldent  at  Bagdad,  made  a  map 
of  the  wbolo  eite;  but  it  was  not  until  twenty- 
five  years  later  that  an  Englishman  began 
actually  to  dig  there.  The  last  dlgglnit  eampatgn 
1^  begvn  In  October.  1937,  and  ended  In  th« 
lut  waek  <tf  fMruary,  1938.  The  expert*  in 
obBfSi  vara  Or.  K.  OampbeU  Thompeen.  nuow 
of  Uerton  OollH«.  OiifM  and  Ifr.  a  W.  Hvteh* 
laon.  M.A.  Tliey  have  now  Issued  a  book  which 
Is  a  survey  of  what  has  been  done  on  the  idte.

to  It.  It  was  many  timta  rebuilt  aa  tiic  ccjitune-e 
went  on.  From  Nina.  Nineveh  takes  Its  name. 
It  was  not  until  the  reign  of  Beunacherlb.  2.839 
years  ago.  that  Ntoevah  was  changed  into  a 
great  capital  city,  aup^oaed  to  be  ^npregnabie. 
one  of  the  marvels  of  the  WQrtd.  lie  defence 
was  In  the  streams  that  surrounded  It  and  the 
lofty  walls  on  their  banks.  Sennacherib  built 
himself  a  gorKeous  palace  there,  but  lu.s  "in 
tluual  wars  weakened  Assyria,  which,  ^nci  nia 
death  was  Invaded  by  Scythian  hordes  [M<ia  the 
nartb.wbo  swept  Ofartbaeountry  and  »o  utterly 
destroyed  the  eaipttal  that  its  vaiy  site  bscame 
uiikjiown  f'»r  nearly  1,500  years.

An  unfortunate  contretemps  occurred  during 
tlie  course  of  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Assembly 
of  the  League  of  Nations  at  Geneva  It  was  In 
the  form  of  a  party  poUtk:al  meeeh  delivered  by 
one  of  the  British  Labor  delegates.  It  was  propa- 
ganda, purely  and  simply.  Interlarded,  as  one 
writer  has  put  It,  "with  abuse  and  ridicule  of  his 
political  opponents  "  Tlie  .-speaker  was  address- 
ing an  International  audience.  The  former 
Foreign  Secretary,  Sir  Austen  Chambcrl.iin.  was 
singled  out  for  an  unusually  virulent  atUck. 
ThVM  domestic  party  politics  were  Introduced  In 
a  platform  party  speech  at  Oeneva  where  Inter- 
national good  win  Is  being  nurtured.  It  is  true 
the  address  was  unofficial,  but  It  was  none  the 
les-s  In  exceptionally  bad  taste,  and  has  left  an 
Impression  which  has  diminished  the  respect  In 
which  British  delegates  to  Geneva  have  previ- 
ously been  held.  The  language  employed  was 
such  as  might  have  been  used  at  Billingsgate  or 
Glasgow  hi  the  heat  of  a  polttleai  campaign,  but 
It  was  strangely  out  of  place  at  Oeneva.  All 
parties  In  Great  BrlUIn  are  sympathetic  to  the 
position  of  British  rppres'ntatlve.s  at  Geneva, 
but  that  sympathy  will  be  destroyed  If  class  con- 
sokmsness  is  allowed  to  find  expression  where 
hitematlonal  good  feeUng  among  aU  classes 
should  hoU  sway.  Neither  the  hiteresto  of  Oreat 
Britain  nor  those  of  ordinary  decorum  were  con- 
sidered by  the  speaker,  who  disgraced  himself  and 
bis  country  by  an  offensive  and  Wboily  unwar-

IMPROVEMKNTa 

Sir,— Till*  imiiilclpalitlrs  of  British 
Oohimbta  have  readied  their  preeent 
standing  under  a  sutute  which 
allowa  taxation  of  Improvements  up 
to  SO  per  cent  of  thair  aseansd 
value,  but  whldi  also  allows  oaeh 
munidpaUty  firee  otaoiss  as  to 
whether,  and  to  what  exttnt.  It  wlU 
exercise  that  power. 

According  to  his  report  for  1333, 
the  Inspector  considers  that  the 
sunding  reached  Is  reasonably  saps- 
factory,  for  he  says — 

"Tlie  flgurM  shown  In  the  report 
are  very  satisfactory  in  most  rr- 
&pecl«.  The  substantial  Increase  in 
the  value  of  taxable  improvements 
shows  a  very  material  progress  m 
development  throughout  the  prov- 
ince. The  condition  of  the  sinking 
funds  Is  again  satisfactorily  Im- 
proved, while  the.  amount  of  the 
outstanding  taxes  and  the  amount 
of  the  Ux  sale  lands  In  the  hands  of 
the  munMpoHMoe-'Aswa  a  NMMr 
reduction  " 

But   he  ronHnues— 

"One  feature,  however,  wljlrii  Is 
not  entlr^  satlsfa<-tory  l.s  the  ln~ 
crease  In  very  many  c«es  in  thp 
tax  rate:  Chiefly,  of  course.  In  tho^e 
cnuriicipallties  where  the  councils 
p  not  yet  decided  to  take  tbs 
very  necessary  step  of  placing  a  sUb* 
stantial  tax  upon  tmpronnnoatc. 
Itw  load  which  U  being  placed  ttpen 
the  unimproved  lands  to  carry  the 
cost  of  eervloe  afforded  to  those 
parts  of  the  municipality  which  are 
Improved  proving  Increasingly 
heavy  and  the  confiscation  of  unim- 
proved Und.i  Is,  unfortunately,  still 
ronllnuln«  It  Is  not,  1  think,  fully 
ifallzrd  that  th^  owners  cif  unim- 
proved landA  arc  a  valuable  asset 
tn  Lhe  municipality  if  they  are 
allowed  to  continue  In  their  owner- 
ship, paying  reasonable  taxes  untU 
such  time  as  their  lands  are  re- 
quired for  actual  use. 

"X  would  respectfully  suggest  that 
It  would  be  In  the  Interest  of  both 
the  municipalities  and  the  property 
owneni  if  the  statute  was  amended 
to  provide  a  minimum  of  33  per  cent 
of  the  value  of  Invrovementa  to  be 
taxable  aad  a  inaKWiiiim  of  15  per 
cent." 

Personally.  I  hold  that  the  In- 
spector's views  are  unsound  and  that 
the  arguments  he  adduces  in  sup- 
port of  them  are  unconvincing  and 
self-ccntrsdlcuiry. 

As  regards  mttnlcli)alltlet.  It  does 
not  matter  the  least  to  them  finan- 
cially whether  the  taxes  are  imlsed 
by  R  high  rate  on  a  low  total  or 
by  a  low  rate  on  a  high  total,  and, 
whether  the  tax  rate  has  been  In- 
creased In  many  rases,  as  asserted 
by  the  Inspector,  or  not,  tlie  fact 
remains  that  the  amount  of  ta:;''<^ 
levied  ha.i  remained  constant- — 415  - 
t>2fi.563  In  1020  afralnst  tl.'^.4ir7.66:i  In 
1030.  The  proposed  change  would 
not,  therefore,  affect  the  revenue  at 
all— It  would  merely  affeot  the  m- 
eldenoe  on  the  taiQMyers  and  so 
might  wall  discourage  development. 

As  regards  the  Intsresta  of  owners 
of  propsrty,  there  ere  two  dasasi 
affected: 

1.  ItMse  who  have  developed  their 
pvopertles.  without,  ao  far.  Uicurring 
any  extra  taxation  therefor. 

3.  Those  who  sre  doing  nothlns  to 
aid  development  but  hold  their 
property  at  th»>  lowest  possible  cost 
in  the  hofw  nf  rcalbtJng  a  substan- 
tial "unearned  increment"  from  the 
work  of  Class  I. 

Clearly  then  Class  1  would  pay  all 
Ike  eost  Involved  In  the  pnyosed 
Cbaoge  and  nealve  acne  of  the 
benefit.  Otase  S  wouM  rscelve  all 
the  boneot  and  pay  none  of  the 
eost. 

The  above  statements  spply  equal- 
ly to  rltv  nnd  rural  munlrltralltles. 
but.  in  thr-  rase  of  rural  iniinlrlpali- 
tip«,  iijrh  s^  the  Coldrtrcam,  where 
iirrhftrdn  Imvc  bepn  developed,  thr.-r 
ore  additional  and  very  cogent  rea- 
sons for  condeomlag  the  proposal.
